EARTHQUAKE IN YOKOHAMA, 


Tho sharpest shock of earthquake that 
has been experienced here for many years 
© ollicials say for over thirty) took 

ut ten minutes to seven on the 
of Saturday last, the 15th instant, 
light movementof the earth occurred, 
and then a very sharp shuck—the most 
violent we have felt during a twenty years’ 
residence of Japau—followed, after this the 
earth tremblings gradually died away. As 
is usually the ease, the shock was felt more 
upon the Bluff and in the section of the 
Settlement enclosed between a Tine ran.
